On June 
26, 1993, my letter on Somalia 
appeared in the Times-Colonist, but 
the sentence which read “Those 
who would like to find out how the 
US and UN are controlled should 
read William Cooper's book, Behold 
a Pale Horse” was edited out. 

The above-mentioned sentence 
was not omitted for any other 
reason that the fact that this book 
can raise the consciousness of 
apathetic Canadians .. and 
Americans to the extent that they 
would definitely overthrow the 


corrupted elite which wants to 


establish a totalitarian global 
government. This book talks about 
proponents of the “New World 
Order.” The signs of which are 
evident in the military raids in 
Somalia and cruise missile attacks 
against Iraq.

Behold a Pale Horse also reveals 
that the US is a military state and 
not a democracy. 

It is important for North 
Americans and Europeans to read 
this book, which makes grim 
revelations. 

Secondly, on June 20, 1993, CBC 
Radio’s “Cross Country Checkup” 
discussed Somalia. | phoned the 
show seven minutes after it began. 
| was asked, and gave, my full 
name. Five to seven minutes later, 
I was asked my phone number in a 
bid to cut me off, to which | 
protested. I was then asked what 
points I was going to raise, my 
country of origin and whether | was 
a Canadian citizen. I was told to be 
brief because I was not going to be 
given enough time. 

Forty minutes later, | was told 
the producer would not allow me 
on the program and my complaints 
could be written to her. 

On June 21, 1993 | phoned the 
Human Rights Commission in 
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Vancouver and was told the 


Commission could not take on my 
complaint because it was a Charter 
violation and not a human rights 
violation. | was also told my 
complaint would’ only’ be 
considered if | were discriminated 
against on the basis of race, but | 
told the person I was asked my 
country of origin. 

The “Cross Country Checkup” 
affair was the third time | was 
refused comment on CBC radio or 
television, and the CRTC is aware 
of this. But the CRTC has not taken 
any action. Sam Ditshego

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Island Reggaefest 
~ Irie Cultured

reetings to all the reggae music lovers out there in Victoria land and 
beyond. This summer has brought an array of rootsful sounds and positive 
musical vibrations to southern Vancouver Island. Give thanks and praises for the 
blossoming of irie culture here in this Canadian region. 

The first weekend of July a few hundred of us camped out while many others 
spent the day or evening in reggae heaven as Providence Farm, just outside of 
Duncan, hosted ten very diverse bands. The cancellation of Judy Mowatt and 
Alric Forbes was unfortunate yet the music carried on in a most upful style. 

On Friday, July 2nd the festivities got underway after some confusion regarding 
the wrist bands. After some persuading the crowd willingly exited only to turn 
around and return. An interesting sight to see. Once the situation got back under 
control, opening ceremonies were conducted by members of the Knowutzun 
Tzinquaw tribe with singing, dancing and stories. The Cardiff Reefers hailing from 
Southern California then picked up the beat and a weekend full of reggae was on 
its way. 

As the sun was setting and full moon arising from behind the clouds, Della 
Grant and the Pacesetters took the stage. Leading the Pacesetters was Ralston 
Grant, Della’s husband and business partner for the last eight years. Ralston 
produces and arranges while Della writes most of her music. The combination of 
these two, along with a fine band and the accompanying singer made for quite a 
melodious and heartwarming set. They also performed again on Saturday night 
yet my favorite set was their Friday night performance. 

Speaking with Della about the weekend, she mentioned that “reggae is very 
spiritual, almost gospel, to me” and she went on to say, “I want people to hear, 
really listen, overstand the music as the majority of my music is the message. | 
write my songs about world matters and injustices. People need to be aware of 
what's going on around them—outside their world. This is the vehicle God has 
given me to trigger other's consciousness.” Regarding women in reggae, Della 
responded “there are still a lot of prejudices against women throughout the 
industry and we have to work twice as hard to prove ourselves. I’m here to 
change that through our music.” 

Mzwahke Mbuli and The Equals followed on Friday night with his powerful 
presence and prose. African roots came through in the music, lyrics and 
traditional dress. Mbuli had been a prisoner in South Africa’s jails and spoke of 
the aloneness of solitary confinement. His poetry of resistance was a message 
difficult to ignore. Amidst the music a laser show illuminated the trees behind 
the stage and added another dimension to the already high and electric mood of 
the evening. 

Saturday’s musical agenda started off on a western Canadian reggae focus with 
the bands Kumbia, Ngoma, Dadawah and the Cultivators heating up the day. 
Kumbia’s Central American roots sound added a distinctive and delightful 
flavour to the world music focus of the weekend. Ngoma, an eclectic band from 
Vancouver began their set with their ‘traditional’ style of drumming through the 
audience. This has a way of attracting a lot of attention and everyone got right 
into it. Marcos X, drummer of the band, mentioned to me that “the best 
audiences in Canada are on the Islands.” Currently they are touring back east and 
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will be back in western Canada this fall and on the Gulf Islands the last half of 
October. 

Dadawah was in fine form and played a new song, “The Laws Must Change,” 
which highlighted the desire of many to see a change in the marijuana laws 
currently being addressed in Canada. They closed their set with one of my 
favourites, “Love Revolution.” 

The Cultivators followed with a guest appearance by Darcy Hula. Hula, once a 
member of this Victoria band, sang lead for the first few songs. Their set closed 
with “Go Green”, a political statement regarding people and pollution. 

Della Grant and the Pacesetters performed again with Rankin’ Screw and Sister 
Ginger following as the Revolutionary Dream Band. Their version of “Cry 
Freedom” and “Doesn't Equal Rights Stand For All” set the stage for Pablo 
Moses. His infectious spirit and charisma for wooing the audience rounded out a 
day and evening of positive vibrations. His most recent UK release is called 
“Confessions of a Rastaman” and can be ordered through your favourite record 
store. | 7 

On Sunday, Gone Clear, Jambo Salama, Jumbalassy and Roots Roundup 
brought the weekend to a close with a local flavour as all these bands hail from 
the Northwest. Gone Clear performed their first public appearance and were well 
received. Jambo Salama followed with their reggae/jazz/folksy crossover style of 


danceable music. Jumbalassy from Seattle continued the energy with their 


freedom chants and very high energy singer. Some of us were disappointed with 
Roots Roundup as most of their music is strictly rock ‘n roll. 

All in all the show was quite fun and the reggae awesome. The concession 
stands covered a variety of cultural items and food served by Rebecca and 
friends were appreciated by all. The DJ, George Barrett from Vancouver's COOP 
Radio, mixed excellent songs between sets in a most irie manner.and | give 
thanks for the chance to have been there.

The new album, is it out yet? 

It was out on June 15th in Canada. 

Tell me about it - how did it come about - what's different, what's happenin’ with the new band? 

After the Priest tour things broke up once again lineup-wise; the cause being, myself, | 
had a drinking problem for about seven or eight years. | had to take about a year off the 
group just to sort my personal problems out, and when I-pieced it back together my main 
concern was that I was gonna get a lineup together that was gonna stay together, 
hopefully... be clean and just have a good time and try and get along with everybody, 
whereas in the past it was more of a boss-employee relationship, | guess you could say; 
and the two previous vocalists [Randy Rampage and Coburn Pharr] were heavily into the 
alcohol as well — so, enough of that subject! 

Yeah. | was thinking about the singers changing, because \'ve noticed that too — | guess unless you're a 
musician yourself, you can replace a guitarist or a bassist or a drummer and most people won't notice, but 
with vocal music everybody notices the singer, because that's what gives the lyrics that presence; so | guess 
that makes it so important. 

Very! People have been asking me, of course, about the three singers and all that kind 
of stuff, but fortunately people have been able to get over that and go, Okay, let’s listen to 
the music, what’s the music like; and I think the album’s a very strong one this time, | think 
it's a lot stronger than previous albums, and everybody says that, of course, but — 

...Okay, | was curious; | read a lot about the Judas Priest court case a couple years ago, [A family tried 
to blame the band for the suicides of their son and another friend| and my personal feeling was, ‘My god, 
what's going on here.’ | read that you're a big Priest fan, and | was was curious what kind of — this had 
on you. 

| didn’t really get too into that; | never asked the guys about that. | hung around with 
[Judas Priest guitarist] KK Downing most of the time while we were on tour: | didn't really 
ask them too much about that, but after a few beers KK started talking away and | got 
some info — what I remember — but I didn’t know a lot about the case. | just saw it on 
video clips a couple of months ago, that was the first I really heard about it. 

| remember reading a lot about it at the time, and | saw some documentaries on TV recently; they 
actually had one on PBS on the actual trial and they had footage of, here's Rob Halford in court reciting the 
lyrics from the Stained Class album, from the song “Better By You Better Than Me.” Yeah, there's a lot 
of dark images in the lyrics, but I've been listening to Priest for years myself, and when | was 13 or 14 and 
having a really hard time in life, | found that this music kept me sort of focused, it gave me a way to deal 
with my anger and it was what actually kept me alive when | felt like 1 had almost nothing else to live for 
sort of thing, and then it seemed like it was almost over money that someone was suing them and trying to 
blame a band for ‘look what happened to our kids’ kind of thing. 

Yeah; I think it may not have been a question of money, I think it was more a question 
of transferring guilt. | don't think parents are at fault for a lot of things because parents 
bring their kids up the only way they know how, and you can't be a perfect parent, I’m sure 
of that; but apparently there was drugs or alcohol involved in that, and whether the 
parents could have done anything about it is certainly not the fault of somebody who 
plays a guitar or sings on a record, that doesn’t go around in interviews preaching Satan or 
death or suicide. None of these guys do that. Halford’s one of the nicest guys I've ever 
met. 

...Yeah, | guess, this is the thing, is that so much of this stuff is so misinterpreted in the media because 
you can't sing about, whatever, Judas Priest-style lyrics — there's a lot of images of death and violence and 
things like this — but it’s like anything else, it’s like going to see a horror movie, right? \t doesn't Say ‘go 
out and emulate this,’ right? 

It's a good way for kids to just go out and say, ‘I’m not in school, I’m not at home, I'm 
just out having a good time with a whole bunch of people that want to have a good time; 
we're just relaxing, banging our heads up and down and yelling and screaming.’ | mean, 
what the heck, it’s a lot better than going out and robbing a store. I don’t know. There were 
the shows we played on Friday and Saturday here in town [Vancouver], the one on 
Saturday there was actually a lot of violence near the end of the show, which is totally 
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Breach on Forbidden Plateau (the ski hill). 
Afterwards all | could say was”Oh glory oh 
trumpets, oh joy!” It ruled! Bonehead’s 
was cool. Low points, we played with (get 
ready), Sven Gali at the Forge. 
Yyyoouuuuuu! Some of the fuckin’ 
re peck rockérs ora seo us 5 ren I'm nee.

If people are screwed up on booze or drugs, they're more likely to 
cause shit. 

...You find with metal | guess that it's prone to a lot of bad publicity and image and that sort of thing in 
the media — 

It can be a scapegoat, I'm sure; heavy metal — we all have to realize that there are a 
lot of bands out there that do get away with murder, as far as trying to get publicity by 
singing about the worst possible subjects. Of course, those are the people who end up 
giving the legitimate bands a bad name, but hey, that happens in every aspect of life so 
you better deal with it. | just go out and do what | want to do, and whatever these people 
want to do, that’s their business. 

Well, I've listened to both your albums, and ...one thing that really stuck in my mind was the song 
“Kraft Dinner’. So, are the days of “Kraft Dinner” over yet? 

Oh yeah. They're long over. I'm eating chicken without the skin now. But | went through 
the Kraft dinner for years; Kraft dinner, milk, bread, and, [pauses] bread. 

...L hear you're branching out on this new aloum — you worried about record companies or your fans 
going, you sold out or you changed, ‘we don't like this’ all of a sudden? 

Well, | am a bit classically/jazz trained and | do like lots of different types of music, and 
I'm not just into writing heavy and fast stuff, and I'm not into Satan and all these silly 
things, right; and they know that, and I think they expect from Annihilator that we're going 
to branch out and try different things, as long as they're good.

and come out for the 1993 Fringe Festival! 

Yes, it’s that time of the year again. Actually it’s 
earlier than usual. For those of you who are veteran 
Fringers and for the others who have spent countless 
nights dreaming of participating in the fun; you’re 
prayers have been answered. No more cold nights. 

This year's Fringe Festival will run from August 27 
through September 5, a full month earlier than its 
traditional fall slot. CFUV is an enthusiastic 
supporter, and will be broadcasting live on-site 
August 28 at 2pm, so listen in or drop by Market 
Square. 

1993 marks the seventh anniversary of the Fringe 
in Victoria, and the first time that it will be held in 
the summer! If you have been avoiding the Fringe 
because of your rheumatism or simply because 
you've never heard of it, now is the time to take the 
plunge. : 

The Victoria Fringe currently has 5 indoor venues 
and one outdoor stage, hosting 50 local, national and 
international theatre companies.

(rc of the press is a highly valued, practically 
romanticized concept in North American culture. 
Theoretically, Canada has freedom of thought and 
speech enshrined in its constitution. Repression of 
the media occurs only in other countries. 

The Western press avidly reports on how 
censorship in South Africa is out of control, with 
newspapers publishing blank pages where censored 
text would have appeared. In Guatemala, the 
repression of the media is bold and up front. In 1992, 
a series of acts brought home the point of how bad 
things really are for Guatemalan journalists. On Dec. 
21 1992, the Guatemalan Journalists’ Associations’ 
office was bombed. The next day, a bomb was set ina 
Guatemalan T.V. studio and in February of ‘93, 
journalist Omar Cano went into exile after being 


- assaulted. The Canadian media is quick to point out 


how such blatant oppression of other countries’ press 
means that our media enjoys great freedoms. 
And, yes, comparatively speaking our media does 


have quite a bit of freedom. Yet our freedom is 


conditional, and based on the interests and desires of 
corporations and government. It is not that Canada 
doesn’t repress and control the. media, it’s just more 
subtle here at home. 

The government regulates mass media and 
communication through the CRTC (Canadian 
Radio/Television and Tele-Communications Com- 
mission) and also owns the CBC which is the largest 
cross Canada radio and television network in the 
country. Obviously the lines between censor and 
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producer become blurred. Add to that the corporate 
sponsors that purchase advertising and use their 
much sought after revenue as blackmail to control 
content and you have what is best described as a 
corporate state censor and media control unit 
deciding what we read, hear, and view. 

An incident of obvious corporate blackmail 
occured in 1991 when the Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce withdrew funding from CBC’s “Nature of 
Things” after the timber industry complained about 
the show’s content. David Suzuki’s documentary 
exposed the state of Canadian forests and the 
ongoing damage being wreaked by logging 
companies. More recently, the auto industry 
demonstrated its grip on CBC when the corporation 
pulled Autosaurus, an anti-automobile T.V. spot 
produced for Greenpeace by Vancouver's Media 
Foundation. The two organizations bought national 
air-time during Driver's Seat. After one showing, CBC 
pulled the ad and would not allow it to air again on 
Driver's Seat. Car ads, however, were allowed to 
continue “because they are not advocacy ads,” said 
CBC supervisor Lise Joban She must have meant that 


they reject anything counter to the auto or oil 


industry. 

The pressure to censor material not in keeping 
with corporate or government interests is not left to 
business and the CRTC. The CBC is more than 
capable of ensuring that the corporate state line is 
followed. CBC Radio suspended radio announcer John 
Warren in October 1992 for co-writing a controversial 
book about parliament. The book A Capital Scandal: 
Politics Patronage and Pay-offs- Why Parliament Must be 
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Solutions from your Apple Campus Reseller: 
the high-performance Macintosh system. 


Reformed, examined MPs’ perks and patronage and 
criticized the government effectively. The CBC quietly 
reinstated Warren in February of ‘93 after the 
publicity had died down. | 

The CBC is an easy target as it’s government 
owned, and the previous examples show the 
government is more interested in protecting its own 
image and the images of the corporations than 
providing truth for people Of course it's not only the 
CBC that's in the corporate states’ pocket, mass 
media is up for sale to the highest bidder. 

A case in point is the the recent ad campaign run 
by Ford on a commercial radio station in Toronto. In 
this incident, the actual DJ's were bought out by Ford. 
For over a month, the three morning announcers of 
CFNY-FM centered a good deal of their regular talking 
and bantering around the new Ford Probe recently 
bought by one of the three. The conversations 
continued until the two skeptics were convinced that 
the Probe was a good buy. The fact that this was a 
commercial was not stated until after it had been 
going on for almost a month. This subversion of 
journalistic integrity is just another example of 
corporate control. Covert advertising is against the 
law, but the only penalty is to withdraw the ad. And 
by the time the ad was withdrawn, Ford had already 
achieved its purpose. 

We need to counteract these corporate lies that 
invade our mental environment. Take back the media 
and seize the chance to define our own reality, not 
have it dictated to us by corporations and 
governments.

James Keelaghan 
My Skies 
Green Linnet\Redbird 


fter three solid albums, James 
™AKeelaghan has earned his rightful 
spot amongst the heavyweights of 
Canadian folk music singer/songwriters. 
Like Stan Rogers and Gordon Lightfoot, 
Keelaghan has an eye and an ear for 
details of place and history. 

Keelaghan’s speciality is interpreting 
simple images as symbols. For example, a 
song such as “River Run” is not only a 
protest song against the Old Man River 
Dam in Southern Alberta, it is a song 
about the loss of the innocence of youth. 
The piano in “Kiri’s piano” becomes the 
symbol of resistance and individual 
dignity. In “Abraham” the spirits of the 
dead still roam the fields of Abraham 
because time has not healed racial 
hatred. Keelaghan is a songwriter who can 
work with words. The three words of the 
title of the purely personal song “ Hope 
Princeton Road” oliquely describe the 
themes of this song: inner conflicts, 
personal journeys, revelation, and hope. 

Like any good historian, Keelaghan 
looks at each symbol of history in terms of 
how it describes us as a society and as 
individuals. All this seems a bit 
academic—it’s probably a good thing this 
album is more finely textured, more 
melodic, and better produced than 
Keelaghan’s previous two independent 
releases. Instrumental and vocal help 
from such talented friends as Stephen 
Fearing, Colleen Eccleston, Hugh 
McMillan and Oscar Lopez help make this 
an all-round fine production from one of 
Cowtown’s most talented musicians.

Wi the one thing I had learned to 
expect from Quebec's Voivod was 
to be surprised with the sound of each 
new album. Their progressive speed- 
thrash style had changed quite 
significantly from one LP to the next for 
the last decade. Until now. Angel Rat, their 
last offering, lost them much of their fan 
base (mostly metalhead sci-fi geeks like 
me) and stiffed badly in sales because of 
the increased cheezy hard-schlock 
influences and the absence of the 
intricacy and abrasiveness found on 
previous albums, especially Nothingface, 
their ‘89 MCA debut which still stands as 


one of my all-time favourites. Regrettably 
The Outer Limits is only as much better 
than Angel Rat as the addition of a novelty 
17-minute lamo sci-fi’ epic track, a 
redundant (but well executed) cover of 
“The Nile Song” and only one original out 
of 8 written in non-4/4 time can make it. It 
makes me wonder how much difference 
Blacky, the long-departed bassist, made 
to their songwriting. If he starts a band, I'll 
listen, but other than that I’m giving up 
hope on Voivod pulling themselves out of 
the bottomless Barnsley fractal of 
mediocrity.

Richard Thompson 
Watching the Dark 
Hannibal 


Subitied The History of Richard Thompson 
this 3-CD set will need~ no 
recommendation to those who have 
followed the great man since his Fairport 
Convebtion days, or who have seen play 
live, either acoustically.or with one of the 
manifold incarnations of his band. 

Thompson- himself apparently 
considers it too early in his career for a 
retrospective - it has only been a quarter 
of a century after all - but he’s probably 
the only one. If | have any complaints 
about this set it is the inevitable one of 
the long-time fan: they missed out some 
of my personal favourites. 

The real interest in this 47-track 
collection is the hitherto unreleased and 
almost unavailable stuff, including an 
alternative Swarbrick-less Sailor’s Life 
from the Unhalfbricking sessions, which 
everybody involved - except the fan who 
preserved the acetate - had forgotten 
about; original Gerry Rafferty-produced 
versions of For Shame of Doing Wrong, 
Back Street Slide and the Wrong 
Heartbeat; and - of course - blistering 


electric workouts of some of Thompson's 


“big” songs: Can't Win, Calvary Cross, and 
Shoot Out The Lights. 

For over twenty years, Ricard 
Thompson has probably been the single 
most consistent songwriter and recording 
artist on the planet; his songs speak of the 
bleakness of life, of love, of existence - 
not for nothing was a fan club cassette 
(from which some of the live material on 
this collection derives) entitled Doom 
and Gloom from the Tomb. 

Not only that, Thompson is one of the 
greatest guitarists alive: his accoustic work 
- as anyone who heard him at UVic this 
year can attest - is staggering, and he is, 
for my money, one of the three great 


electric stylists, who you could recognize. 


even if they were playing the theme from 
Sesame St. (the others, by the way, are 
Neil Young and Tom Verlaine). 
Complaints: the rather odd, non- 
chronlological ordering of the tracks, and 
yes, they did miss out a couple of my 
favorites, but the only retrospective your 


dyed-in-the-wool Thompson fanatic 
would accept as worthy of the man would 
be a box containing all his released 
albums, plus anything else he’s ever 
recorded. 

Now, | wonder why they didn’t release 
this for Christmas? Deryk Barker & 
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
